Iar, There is & wollgronnded foar, too, that the
vigrievous murrain'’ wili be more destructive among
tho sheop than it s among the beevos ; and honee the
imefonsed nlarm, On all sldes inquiry Is rife.  View-
ing the matter o & sanitary sspect, it is nskod
whether the brutal manner in which flooks and
herds have beon brought i by sen, and their oxpo-
surn on whe low, wet grounds through stormy days
and frosty nighte, may not have had mueh to do
wilh thie plague.

people bungering and thirsting for more knowledes;
axnd, in some places, only nggravated the very evil it
professed to seek to remove,

a better day, The oljection ol the earlier reformaors
18 geen In o different light, They are beginning to
anderstand that the oltizen has & right to take edu-
eation from the Btate, Decause ne is himselt a part
of the State—nay, as 4 free elector, an independent
subject, the very foundution of the politieal edifice,

Astime ppsses on, thege truths will become self-
evident. There is no power on earth that oan pre.
vent them from becoming potent for good In #o-
elety. The people are beginning to gaze upon,
wtudy, and love them, It isonly despots and aris
tocrats who fear them, The edveation of England
is the redemption of Englund,

The First Paper Mill in Ameriea.

A Philadelphia letier to the New York Tribune
says:—Iln 1660 the first paper mill was erceted
in Pennsylvania, near a stream called the Wis-
enhickon, about two miles from che location of
the works of the Wood Paper Company, in the
suburbs of Philadelphia. The founder was Wil-
liam Ryttmghuisen, of Holland, whose family
had for generations made paper for the Dutch,
and whose desgendants to thie day make paper
in Mapayunk. A good family that of Ryt-
tinghuisen—thrifty and wise—who sensibly
changed their name to Rittenhouse, and
gave to science a grand-nephew of William
pamed David, much addicted to seeing stars
among these high Wissabickon hills, and now
known to all menkind us an eminent astrono-
mer. 1 have geen a book made in the first mill,
over one hundred and seventy years since, bear-
ing the Hyttinghuisen water-mark, “W. R.,
Pengilvania,” with a tretoll, eneanced in o seroll—
a neatly tormed tretonl that any Irishman would
accapt a8 the shamrock, aud as evidence that
old Willinm was n Fenian, The paper 15 hard—
of good texture—browned by time, but showing
signa of carefnl make, and as strong and nearly
ns smooth as the ordinary sheet of note-paper on
which these words are written., It was & noted
mill in *hose dayk, and the poets of Lhe Pennsyl-
vania colony rhymed sbout it, something after
this faghlon:—

“The parer mill ie here hard by

And makes good papor frequently,
But the printer, as 1 here aoth tell,

1# gone unto New York to awell.

No doubt but he wi'l lay up bags,

I he can get good store of raes.

Kind friend, when thy old ahift is rent,
Let it w the paper be sent.”

Let me state as an aunotation, that the printer
thue recorded as leaving Philadelphia for New
York wus the celebrayed Willinm Bradiord, who
spoke hig mind ireely about the Quukers, and
wils a(-c.undmglf banished, prnting press and
all. This banishment of bradiord being, us 1
will here state, the origin of the remarkable
superstition among people of this State, that
¥lu=u good Penunevlvaninus die they eo to New

ork.

In those days all paper was manufactured by
haod. Each sheet was manulactured sevarately,
The rags were made into g pulp in iron or stone
mwortars or trip-hammers, it requiring seversl
days to make a sample of dry imshed paper,
e capacity of the mill was about 1600 réams a
year. You can now Induce one of our best
clerks to tell how many hundred years it would
kave taken honest old Willlam to furnish one

yeur's supply of paPcr for. the Tribune, The
business grew rapldly in the colontes, In
1769 there were jorty mills in New Jersey,
Penpsylvania end  Delaware, annually pro
ducing $133,000 worth of paper, In 1787
the business commanded sixty-three mills,
and required £260,000 worth of paper. In 17586

it required Hity-three mills to supply Phila-
delphia with Gab and Seribble stuff (many
gatheriuge of Congressmen, Cooventions,
young statesmen and Juvenile Pob, Does,, m
those daye, at Philndelphin), toe demand ab-
sorbing 71,000 reams,  In 1840, there were 420
mills, with a capital of $4,745,2%0, and an an-
nual product of $6,175,002, In 1860, 443 mills;
capital, $7,160,844; annual product, $10,187,177;
in 1560, 600 mills; eupital, $10,000,000; annual
product, $21,000,000—being in the printing and
|mblishiug year of prace, 1560, belore we took
